It is the present intention to establish an 
Inness room, in which the present acquisition 
will be hung permanently, perhaps with such 


other examples of this painter’s work as may 
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come into the possession of the Institute. As 
a considerable number of fine examples are 
to be found in collections which are frequently 
loaned for exhibition, it is possible to make 
this the most comprehensive showing of the 
artist’s works to be found in the world. Since 
Inness is coming to be recognized as the greatest 
American landscape painter, and, in fact, one 
of the foremost landscape painters of the 
nineteenth century, the historic value of Mr. 
Butler’s generous gift can readily be seen.

PURCHASES BY THE FRIENDS OF 
AMERICAN ART. 


Since the January Bulletin, in which the 
purchase of eight pictures by the Friends of 
American Art was reported, the Friends have 
presented eight additional paintings and five 
etchings. 


The paintings include a large canvas, strong 
in light and shade and positive in color, by 
George Elmer Browne; the title is «* The 
Port Douarnenez, Brittany ;’’ the subject, 
fishing boats with red sails crowded in a har- 
bor, and viewed under sun and shadow at 
close range. From the exhibition of works 
by Arthur B. Davies was purchased the 
mystical and poetic ‘‘Maya, Mirror of Illu- 
sions.’ Three figure studies of women, very 
different in manner, are included : a charac- 
teristic and minutely finished ** Lady in Green 
and Gray,’’ by Thomas Dewing; a study in 
color and values called «*Against the Light,’’ 
representing a young woman in profile against 
a window, by Childe Hassam; and a vigorous 
standing figure, ‘*‘ Young woman in Black,’’ 
by Robert Henri, From the Johansen ex- 
hibition the Friends selected a Venice picture, 
high-keyed yet gray in quality, called ««Piazza, 
San Marco.’’ A low-toned landscape with 
sunlit clouds by William Keith, entitled «« A 
Coming Storm,’’ and a golden gray ** Hill 
Top,’’ by J. Francis Murphy, completes the 
list. 


The etchings, all purchased from the exhi- 
bition of American Etchings gathered by the 
Chicago Society of Etchers, are the following :

EXHIBITIONS OF THE PAST THREE MONTHS. 

A group of six special exhibitions was 
opened with the reception of January 3; the 
variety of these exhibitions proved interesting, 
and the galleries were well attended during 
the month. The largest collection in point 
of numbers was that of paintings and draw- 
ings by the late Walter Shirlaw, N. A. This 
memorial exhibition occupied two of the 
larger galleries, and furnished as well a num- 
ber of drawings, for the most part studies 
for mural paintings, to hang in the corridor. 
It is probable that the painter’s individual 
quality would have been better demonstrated 
by a smaller number of pictures, but there 
was an interest in the plan as it was carried 
out by Mrs. Shirlaw, in that the versatility 
of the work, and its development during a 
long and active life, was made evident.

THE COLLECTION OF PHOTOGRAPHS, 

Mr. H. H. Getty’s recent gift to the library 
of approximately 3,000 small photographs 
affords an occasion to call attention to this 
collection which, placed as it is in the stack 
room of the Ryerson Library, has escaped 
somewhat the notice of our visitors and stu- 
dents. These photographs form a supplement 
to the Pearsons Collection of Braun autotypes, 
which is confined almost wholly to paintings 
and drawings, and is of such size and value 
as to be available only for reference purposes. 
This smaller collection includes Architecture, 
Sculpture, and the Minor Arts as well, and is 
primarily intended for general circulation 
among clubs, teachers, and students of our 
own school. 

They are in two sizes, the main body of 
the collection being on mounts 11'’x14”, ar- 
ranged vertically like a card index, the archi- 
tectural division alphabetically by countries 
and cities, the sculpture and painting by 
artists. The painting includes a great deal 
of modern work not represented in the Braun 
autotypes and the Minor Arts are divided into 
Metal Work, 

and Glass, 


classes—Costume, Textiles, 


Jewelry, Ceramics, Pottery 
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Leather, Interior Decoration, Furniture, and 
Design in general. We are attempting to 
make a feature of American Art, and es- 
pecially of Chicago art, and will be grateful 
on this account for contributions by artists of 
photographs of their own works. 

Mr. Getty’s generous gift has added 
greatly to the Oriental section, which was 
exceedingly meagre before. There are sev- 
eral hundred most beautiful photographs of 
the temples, mosques, and tombs of Japan, 
China, India, Turkey, and the various coun- 
tries in the north of Africa, with details show- 
ing the marvellously intricate carved decora- 
tions. The photographs of the natives of 
these countries in their infinitely various cos- 
tumes make an agreeable supplement to the 
study of their art, and are worthy of special 
attention from the costumer’s standpoint. 


This gift also includes many examples of 


Italian, French, German, and _ especially 
British Architecture, while 269 photographs 
of Italian painting, representing all schools, 
are a substantial increase in that direction. 

Mr. Martin A. Ryerson has recently given 
us 7 large albums containing approximately 
400 photographs, chiefly of India, Ceylon, 
Japan, and other Asiatic countries, which 
make us rich in Oriental subjects. The work 
of mounting and classifying these acquisitions 
is now proceeding. 

It is hoped that the circulation of these 
photographs among clubs and public school 
classes may be greatly increased in the near 
future, since there is no charge for the use 
of them. E. E.

SOROLLA'S EXHIBITION AND VISIT. 

The exhibition of works by the distin- 
guished Spanish painter, Senor Joaquin Sorolla 
y Bastida, held in the south range of galleries 
trom February 14 to March 12, was one ot 


the most popular and interesting features of 


the year. The pictures, covering a wide 
range of subjects, include portraits, figure 
studies in the studio, figure studies in the open 
air, sketches of landscapes, gardens and archi- 
tectural motifs, and one large canvas of a 
more imaginary character, the Columbus 
painted for Mr. Ryan of New York. The 
most generally interesting canvases were those 
painted on the beach at Valencia 
ing ground which the painter has made so 


the sketch- 


notably his own. 

One of the most important of these beach 
pictures, entitled «* The two Sisters, Valen- 
cia,’’ has been purchased and presented t 
the Art Institute for the permanent collection. 
This gift was made by Mrs. Elizabeth H. 
North, in memory of the late William S. North. 
The picture is reproduced on page 61. Iris 
a superb example of Sorolla’s happiest mood, 
very brilliant in color and light, and of the 
freest and most dashing technique. 

Senor Sorolla himself accompanied the ex- 
hibition, which was imported under the aus- 
pices of the Hispanic Society, and more than 
redeemed his promise concerning work in the 
school. His theories in regard to art educa- 
tion are radical and vital, and he believed 
that the greatest benefit trom his visit could 
be derived by his instructing a class of the 
younger teachers. The teachers were more 
than willing to take up the work, and the 
class worked daily for five or six weeks, 
painting from life and making drawings and 
sketches. Senor Sorolla personally manifests 
the same force, magnetism and exuberance 


that are expressed in his paintings, and his

instruction has been cheerful and sympathetic 
intheextreme. The advantage to the school 
ot such generosity on his part is immediately 
evident. Although busy during his stay in 
the city with a number of portrait commis- 
sio's, he has found time to attend the class 
almost every day, and has given the most 
detailed criticisms, as well as numerous in- 
formal talks and lectures of great value to tke 
teachers.

MANET'S “THE MENDICANT." 


The Institute has just acquired by purchase 
a large picture by Edouard Manet, called 
«‘The Mendicant.’’ It represents a beggar, 
standing against a dark atmospheric back- 
ground; the figure is stooping slightly, the 
heavy hands in an attitude of solicitation, the 
beard grizzled, the eyes strangely set. The

At no time a prolific painter, Manet left a 
comparatively smal] number of completed 
pictures; most of these are listed in M. 
Duret’s excellent work, ‘‘Manet and the 
Impressionists,’? and they do not often come 


into the market. An examination of the 


records of the English and American sales of 


recent years shows that few of these pictures 
have changed hands, though some important 
examples have recently been acquired by 
German museums at very high prices. Manet 
is represented in the Luxembourg by pictures 
which have exercised a great influence upon 
modern painting, and by two distinguished 
examples, ‘* The Boy with the Sword ’’ and 
««Young Woman in White,’’ in the Metro- 
politan Museum, New York. 

The Trustees have voted to devote a part 
of the income of the Ferguson Monument 
Fund to a memorial of the miners who lost 
their lives in an attempt to rescue their com- 
rades at Cherry Valley, Illinois, November 
13, 1909. This memorial will be placed 
upon the West Side, and will probably take 
the form of a fountain. 


COLLECTION OF AMERICAN COVERLETS. 


A gitt of much interest to lovers of indus- 
trial art has recently been received by the Art 
Institute, Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus having pre- 
sented thirty Colonial coverlets which might 
almost be called early American tapestries. 
They are in unusually perfect condition and 
almost all of them are signed by the maker 
with the date of weaving. One of the rarest 
samples of weaving is known as the ‘*La Fay- 
ette coverlet.”” It was made in 1824 in one 
piece on the largest American loom, and was 
woven in honor of Gen. La Fayette’s coming 
to this country. Another one is the **Wash- 
ington coverlet’’ signed by J]. Cunningham, 
Harttord, Oneida County, New York, 1841. 
Both of these are in the celebrated blue and 
white wool which was carded and spun and 
woven by the same person. A wonderful red 
and white is signed by A. W. Varderen, Avon, 
1845. Among the well known patterns in 
this collection is the Bird of Paradi-e pattern, 
Eagle pattern, Wreath and Flowers, Snow- 
ball, etc. Such coverlets were not made 
after 1861, but less important copies of these 
original and quaint patterns are now being

The statue of the «‘Young Sophocles’’ by 
John Donoghue, which, in the form of a 
plaster cast, has long stood in the centra, 
gallery of the second floor, has been put into 
bronze by the Gorham Manufacturing Co., 
and now stands in its old place in this per- 
manent form. The statue was originally the 
gift of the World’s Columbian Exposition. 
It has now been execeted in bronze through 
the liberality of Mr. Robert Allerton.

The school rooms have for many years 
been partially ventilated by means of electric 
fans. The system has not been wholly satis- 
factory, and the nature of the work for which 
the rooms are used requires that the ventila- 
tion be thorough, and at the same time that it 


be accomplished without the introduction of 


cold air. A system of Garner Ventilators 
has recently been installed and is in satisfac- 
tory operation. The apparatus consists of a 
special fan for each room, so arranged as to 
draw in an abundance of air through a steam 
coil, so that the fresh current is warmed be- 
fore being forced into the room. Thus the 
temperature is under control (a valuable feature 
where life class work is being done, ) and the 
air supply is constant and pure. A larger fan 
apparatus is in use in the long corridor.
